To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hunslet  Rural 

District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1904,  to  which, 
in  addition  to  the  Local  Government  Board  and  County  Council 
Tables,  is  appended  a table  from  the  Home  Office,  dealing  with 
the  working  of  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act  of  1901. 

BIRTHS. — There  have  been  registered  in  the  whole  district, 
during  the  year,  197  births — 104  males  and  93  females.  Of  these 
the  sub-registration  district  of  Whitkirk  (including  Templenewsam, 
Oulton-cum-Woodlesford,  and  Thorp  Stapleton)  has  contributed 
172,  and  Middleton  25.  Estimating  the  population  to  Midsummer 
of  1903  at  6928,  this  gives  a Birth-rate  of  28 '43  per  thousand  of 
the  population,  which  is  less  than  that  of  1903,  viz.  : 30*13.  The 
birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1904  is  27*9,  and  the  average 
for  the  decade  1894-1903  in  this  district,  29*15.  Six  of  the  births 
included  in  the  above  were  illegitimate, 
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DEATH  S. — During  the  corresponding  period  there  have  been 
registered  in  the  whole  district  98  deaths — 47  males  and  51  females. 
Of  these,  the  sub-registration  district  of  Whitkirk  contributed  89 
and  Middleton  9.  Six  deaths  (not  included  in  above)  in  persons 
belonging  to  the  district  occurred,  5 in  the  Leeds  General  Infirmary 
and  1 in  the  Hunslet  Union  Infirmary. 

Exclusive  of  these  six  deaths,  the  gross  death-rate  for  the 
whole  district  is  14*14;  inclusive  of  these,  the  corrected  death" 
rate  is  15,  the  average  for  the  decade  1894-1903  being  14*71,  and 
for  England  and  Wales  in  1904,  16*2.  The  death  rate  for  the 
sub-registration  district  of  Whitkirk  is  16*46,  and  for  Middleton  8*6.

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INFANT  MORTALITY.— There  were  registered  27  deaths  in 
children  under  1 year  of  age,  being  at  the  rat®  of  137  per  thousand 
births  registered,  that  of  1903  being  72,  the  average  of  the  decade 
1894-1903  being  135,  and  that  of  England  and  Wales  in  1904,  146. 
The  Infantile  death-rate  is  much  higher  than  in  1903,  but  is  accounted 
for  by  the  severe  epidemic  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  with 
their  accompanying  complications,  which  occurred  in  Oulton-cum- 
Woodlesford  during  the  year.  The  causes  of  death  were  : — - 
Whooping  Cough  7,  Diarrhoea  5,  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  6, 
Premature  Birth  4,  other  causes  5. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES.— There  were  19  deaths  registered  from 
Infectious  Diseases  : —Measles  2,  Whooping  Cough  10,  Diarrhoea  6, 
Erysipelas  1.  The  Zymotic  death-rat®  is  2*59  per  thousand,  that 
of  1903  being  -87,  and  that  of  England  and  Wales  for  1904,  E94. 
This  high  zymotic  death-rate  is  entirely  due  to  the  severe  epidemic 
of  Whooping  Cough  in  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford,  since  it  will  be 
observed  that  there  has  not  been  registered  a single  death  from 
Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  or  Enteric  Fever  in  the  district.

There  were  34  cases  of  infections  Diseases  notified,  against  84 
in  the  preceding  year.  This  is  a marked  reduction  in  the  number 
compared  with  the  4 previous  years,  and  shows  the  comparative 
absence  of  notifiable  disease  in  the  whole  district.  This  number 
also  includes  3 cases  of  Phthisis.  Of  the  cases  notified,  Oulton- 
cum-Woodlesford  contributed  12 — Erysipelas  3,  Scarlet  Fever  3, 
Enteric  Fever  3,  Phthisis  3 ; Templenewsam  16 — Diphtheria  1, 
Erysipelas  3,  Scarlet  Fever  10,  Enteric  Fever  1,  Puerperal  Fever  1 ; 
Middleton  6 — Erysipelas  4,  Scarlet  Fever  2. 
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SMALL-POX.— Although  this  disease  has  been  very  prevalent 
in  the  West  Riding,  and  cases  have  occurred  all  round,  there  has 
been  no  case  notified  in  this  district. 

SCARLET  FEVER.— Of  the  15  cases  notified,  3 occurred  in 
Oulton-cum-Woodlesford,  10  in  Templenewsam,  and  2 in  Middleton. 
The  cases  in  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford  were  at  intervals  during  the 
year,  and  of  a sporadic  nature,  and  at  Middleton  the  2 cases  occurred 
in  one  house.  Of  the  10  Templenewsam  cases,  8 occurred  in  Colton 
(6  in  one  house),  in  the  month  of  January,  and  1 each  in  Whitkirk 
and  Halton  respectively  in  June  and  August.  Three  cases  were 
removed  to  the  newly-constructed  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 
No  deaths  were  registered. 

DIPHTHERIA.— One  case  was  notified  from  Halton.  This 
disease  has  been  absent  for  the  second  year  in  succession  in  Oulton- 
cum-Woodlesford  and  Middleton. 

ENTERIC  FEVER.— Of  the  4 cases  notified,  3 occurred  in  a 
house  in  Beecroft  Yard,  Woodlesford,  and  1 at  Halton,  which  was 
probably  imported.  All  were  removed  to  Hospital  and  made  good 
recoveries. 

WHOOPING  COUGH  and  MEASLES.— An  epidemic  of  these 
diseases  occurred  in  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford  in  the  late  Spring  and 
early  Summer  months,  Whooping  Cough  being  prevalent  during 
the  whole  year.  On  this  account  all  the  schools  in  this  district 
were  closed — the  Infant  department  in  Woodlesford  from  9th  June 
and  that  of  Oulton  from  the  30th  June,  the  remainder  from  the 
18th  July,  to  the  date  of  the  Summer  holidays.  Ten  deaths  from 
Whooping  Cough  and  2 from  Measles  were  registered.  The  out- 
break was  the  subject  of  a special  report  at  the  time. 

ERYSIPELAS.— Ten  cases  were  notified,  3 in  Oulton-cum- 
Woodlesford,  3 in  Templenewsam,  and  4 in  Middleton.  One  death 
was  registered  from  this  cause — a female  (TEt.  81)  at  Middleton. 

DIARRHCEA. — Of  the  6 deaths  registered  under  this  heading, 
3 occurred  in  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford  and  3 in  Templenewsam. 
Five  were  in  children  under  12  months  of  age. 

TUBERCULOSIS. — Seven  deaths  from  Phthisis,  and  4 from 
other  Tubercular  diseases  were  registered.  Of  the  7 deaths  from 
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Phthisis,  3 occurred  in  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford,  2 in  Temple- 
newsam,  and  2 in  Middleton.  Three  cases,  all  from  Oulton-cum- 
Woodlesford,  were  notified  during  the  year.  It  is  a matter  of  regret 
that  offers  to  disinfect  houses  in  which  death  from  this  disease 
has  occurred,  are  not  as  a rule  accepted,  and  that  the  spitting 
nuisance,  especially  in  railway  carriages,  remains  unabated.  Until 
more  stringent  measures  are  taken  with  the  offenders  in  this  direction 
it  is  useless  to  expect  any  amelioration. 

INQUESTS  . — Six  inquests  were  held — 3 in  Middleton,  2 in 
Templenewsam,  and  1 in  Woodlesford.  Four  deaths  were  due  to 
natural  causes,  1 to  accident,  and  1 to  suicide  by  drowning. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL.— The  new  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital  for  the  joint  districts  of  Rothwell,  Methley,  and 
Hunslet  was  opened  in  June.  The  number  of  cases  removed  to 
Hospital  was  7 — 4 from  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford,  and  3 from 
Templenewsam,  including  4 cases  of  Enteric  Fever  and  3 of  Scarlet 
Fever. 

WATER  SUPPLY. — The  water  supply  in  the  whole  district 
continues  to  be  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  Four  wells 
in  the  Templenewsam  district  were  condemned,  and  the  houses 
taking  their  supply  from  these,  with  one  exception,  have  been 
connected  to  the  mains.  The  mains  have  been  extended  640  yards. 

SEWERAGE  and  SANITARY  WORK.— The  increasing  de- 
mand on  the  Halton  Sewage  Works  has  necessitated  an  extension. 
With  a view  to  this  a Local  Government  Board  Inquiry  was  held  in 
October,  and  powers  have  been  obtained  for  the  borrowing  of 
£2,500.  The  works  will  be  proceeded  with  during  the  current 
year.  A modified  scheme  for  the  drainage  of  Belle  Isle,  Middleton, 
has  also  been  decided  upon. 

Sewers  have  been  extended  to  the  extent  of  389  yards,  with 
2 manholes. 

There  have  been  reported  during  the  year  98  nuisances,  with 
11  in  hand  at  close  of  1903  ; of  these,  101  have  been  abated. 

Twenty-five  legal  notices  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  were 
served,  with  recourse  to  law  in  one  case. 
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The  number  of  newly-constructed  closets  was  51,  of  which  50 
were  w.c.’s,  and  1 an  ashes-pit  privy. 

Closets  to  the  number  of  23  were  re-constructed,  of  which  20 
were  privies  and  3 w.c.’s  in  place  of  privies. 

Fifty  new  houses — terrace  and  semi-detached — have  been  built 
during  the  year,  against  61  in  1903. 

One  case  of  overcrowding  was  reported,  and  subsequently 
abated. 

In  connection  with  the  house-to-house  inspection  of  Woodles- 
ford,  most  of  the  work  suggested  for  improvement  has  been,  with  2 
or  3 exceptions,  carried  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council. 

The  house-to-house  inspection  of  Templenewsam  has  been 
almost  completed,  and  will,  I anticipate,  be  reported  upon  very 
shortly. 

The  scavenging  of  the  district,  on  the  whole,  has  been  satis- 
factory throughout,  but  I am  still  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  much 
more  thorough  and  complete  if  done  by  the  Council’s  own  staff,  as 
in  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford. 

Practically  nothing  has  been  done  in  the  matter  of  paving  and 
rendering  impervious  back  streets  and  yards,  nor  has  any  action 
been  taken  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  matters  which, 
I trust,  will  receive  more  attention  during  the  current  year. 

The  cowsheds  of  Templenewsam  were  specially  inspected  by 
the  Committee  during  the  year. 

An  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board  conferring  Urban 
powers  for  the  establishment  of  fire-brigades  has  been  received. 

I attended,  prepared  and  gave  evidence  at  the  Local  Inquiry 
held  in  Leeds  in  January,  on  the  subject  of  the  Leeds  City 
Extension  Scheme,  in  which  a portion  of  this  Council’s  area  was 
included. 
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SU SYS IV! ARY  OF  STATISTICS,  Sanitary  Requirements,  and 
Suggestions 

(a) . — Death-rate  for  whole  district,  15  per  thousand  (sub-registra- 

tion district  of  Whitkirk,  including  Templenewsam,  Thorp 
Stapleton,  and  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford,  16-46,  and  Middle- 
ton,  8*6). 

(b) . — Birth-rate  for  whole  district,  28*43  per  thousand. 

(c) . — Infantile  mortality,  137  per  thousand  births  registered. 

(d.) — Zymotic  death-rate,  2*59  per  thousand. 

(e) . — Drainage  of  Belle  Isle,  Middleton.

FACTORY  Am  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

The  duties  imposed  upon  District  Councils  under  this  Act  are 
classified  as  follows  : — 

(a)  — Registration  @f  Workshops. — The  number  of  workshops  on  the 

register  kept  by  the  Council  is  42,  of  which  10  are  classified 
as  factories,  20  as  bakehouses,  and  12  as  domestic  workshops. 

(b)  — Sanitation. — One  hundred  and  twenty-nine  inspections  have 

been  made  as  to  cleanliness,  air  space,  ventilation,  drainage, 
and  closet  accommodation,  no  defects  having  been  reported. 

(c) — Special  Sanitary  Provisions  for  Bakehouses. — There  are  no 

underground  bakehouses  in  the  district.  Twenty  bakehouses 
are  registered  ; all  are  of  a petty  character,  being  little  shops 
with  ordinary  kitchen  ovens,  where  bread  is  sold  on  a small 
scale.  They  have  all  been  inspected  as  to  closet  accommoda- 
tion, home  washing,  and  sleeping-places. 
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(d)  — Safety  from  Fire. — There  are  no  workshops  or  factories  in  this 

district  which  have  40  persons  working  at  the  same  time  in 
any  single  room  ; all  which  employ  more  than  40  persons 
have  been  erected  before  1892,  and  there  is  sufficient  means 
of  escape  in  case  of  fire. 

(e)  — Home  Work  ©f  certain  ksstds.— There  are  no  factories  or  work- 

shops in  this  district  giving  out  home  work. 

There  has  been  no  necessity  to  give  notice  to  the  district 
Inspector  of  Factories  of  failure  to  affix  abstracts  of  the  Act  in  any 
workshop.
